Roosevelt. 


In  1926  Dr.  Herring  organized 
the  Committee  on  Cultural  Rel- 
ations with  Latin  America,  one 
of  the  first  agencies  to  antedate 
the  official  “Good  Neighbor”  pol- 
icy. 

DR.  HERRING  was  in  Cuba 
in  the  summer  of  1959  making  a 
study  of  the  forces  behind  the 
revolution  in  which  Fidel  Cas- 
tro and  a handful  of  young  reb- 
els unseated  Dictator  Batista.  He 
interviewed  the  Cuban  leaders 
and  returned  with  fresh  material 
on  one  of  the  most  dramatic  of 
recent  overturns  in  the  southern 
republics. 

A professor  of  Latin  American 
Civilization  at  Pomona  College 
and  Claremont  Graduate  School, 
the  forum  speaker  has  been 
writing  about  the  nations  of  the 
south  for  25  years.  He  is  the 
author  of  several  books,  the  most 
noted  being  “A  History  of  Latin 
I America,”  “Good  Neighbors,” 
j “Mexico,  the  making  of 
! tion.”

Conference  on  Children  and 
Youth,  March  28-April  2. 

PORTER  IS  one  of  only 
seven  members  of  the  American 
Home  Economics  Association 
chosen  to  attend  the  conference. 
There  are  approximately  100.- 
000  members  of  the  AHEA. 

The  meet  will  include  repre- 
sentatives of  state  committees, 
national  organizations,  700 
young  people,  national  leaders 
and  500  international  guests. 

THE  CONFERENCE,  held  ev- 
ery 10  years,  is  designed  to  pro- 
mote opportunities  for  children 
and  youth  to  realize  their  full  po- 
tential of  a creative  life  in  free- 
dom and  dignity. 

Emphasis  will  be  placed  on 
the  effects  of  the  rapidly  chang- 
ing world  on  the  development 
of  youth,  on  appraising  and  re- 
appraising values  and  ideals  and 
on  studying  the  factors  that  in- 
fluence  individual  fulfillment — 
Na-  [family,  religion,  education, 

I health  and  community  life. 


Southerners 
Set  Record 
Of  Garrulity 

WASHINGTON,  March  4 — 
(UPI) — The  Senate’s  five-day- 
old  civil  rights  filibuster  set  a 
record  for  around-the-clock  ses- 
sions early  today  during  a brief 
eruption  of  tempers  over  a pro- 
posal to  choke  off  the  southern 
.talkathon. 

The  flare-up  ended  with  hand- 
shakes, smiles  and  apparently  no 
hurt  feelings.  Senate  Democrat- 
ic Leader,  Lyndon  B.  Johnson  of 
Texas  said  afterward  he  prefer- 
red to  wait  at  least  until  next 
week  before  trying  to  shut  off 
the  filibuster  with  a rarely  used 
cloture  petition. 

AT  1:38  A.M.  EST  the  Senate 
had  been  in  session  night  and 
day  for  85  hours  and  23  minutes, 
except  for  a 15-minute  recess, 
matching  the  record  set  during  a 
1954  filibuster  on  atomic  en- 
ergy. That  debate  was  interrupt- 
ed by  a 24-minute  recess. 

Johnson  asked  shortly  before 
dawn  for  a vote  on  a proposal 
by  Sen.  Sam  J.  Ervin  Jr.  (D- 
N.C.)  to  water  down  the  penal- 
ties for  violating  a provision  of 
the  administration’s  civil  rights 
bill  which  would  ban  interfer- 
ence with  court-ordered  school 
integration.

his  request  for  a vote  when  Sen. 
George  A.  Smathers  (D-Fla.) 
announced  he  wanted  to  discuss 
the  proposal.

Kenpo  karate,  which  means 
law  of  the  fist  and  empty  hand, 
differs  from  judo.  Judo  is  a 
sport  involving  chokes,  throws 
and  holds,  but  in  karate  the 
whole  body  becomes  a weapon, 
according  to  Mills  Crenshaw  of 
the  group.
